WASHINGTON. March 4 
(Agencies) — President J imm y 
Carter and Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin talked late into 
Saturday night but there was no 
sign that they had broken the 
Middle East peace impasse. 

They met after dinner with 
their wives at the White House 
Saturday night as U.S. and 
Israeli officials were signalling 
that failure seemed certain with- 
out a sudden breakthrou gh. 

They were expected to meet 
a g ain Sunday for a fourth — 
perhaps final — attempt to try to 
overcome profound disagree- 
ments over the composition of 
any treaty. 

Officials believed Sunday 
would be the last day of the talks, 
which began on Thrusday night, 
unless. Begin softened his 
unyielding opposition to the 
Egyptian call for changes in a 
draft treaty worked out with 
Israel. 

No time was set for another 
meeting bnt it appeared unlikely 
before mid-afternoon. 

Begin planned to appear on 
televized. interview show at 
which he was expected to give 
the first detailed account of the 
talks. 

The president and Begin were 
reported unable jo come up with 
ideas acceptable to both Israel 
and Egypt for resuming negotia- 
tions. 

Officials said Carter was not 
putting pressure on Begin to 
accomodate for Egyptian 
demands. But Begin was under- 
stood to have shown no interest! 
in new suggestions. 

Israeli and U.S. officials felt 
the outlook for success at the 
White House talks was bleak and 
that the peace effort could col- 
lapse unless there was a major 
shift 

“ AI Gomhuriyya ” one of 
Cairo's major daily newspapers 
reported from Washington that 
documents reflecting a joint 
Egyptian -American position 
had been put on the table.

TEHRAN, March 4 (AP) — 

Iran’s revolutionary government 
Sunday severed diplomatic rela- 
tions with South Africa because 
of that 00000/5 potides 1 . of 
racial segregation and white- 
minority rule, state radio 
announced. 

The provisional .government 
also reaffirmed its intention not 
to resume the sale of Iranian 
crude oil to South Africa, which 
is believed to have depended on 
Iran for about 90 per cent of its 
petroleum needs. 

Meanwhile, Deputy Prime 
Minister Abbas Amin Fwtwyam 
said Sunday that Iranian women 
wfll no longer be drafted into 
Iran’s armed forces and compul- 
sory service for men has been 
reduced from two years to ope.

ABU DHABI, March 4 
(Agencies) — The United Arab 
Emirates Sunday threatened to 
blacklist oil companies which it 
said were reaping huge refined 
petroleum profits during the cur- 
rent ofl shortage. 

UAE Petroleum Minister 
Mana Said al Oteiba, opening 
the first Arab Energy confer- 
ence, said that two weeks ago 
major oil companies which sup- 
plied -75 per cent of the UAKs 
needs in refined petroleum pro- 
ducts had asked to raise their 
prices by 80 per cent 

Dr. Oteiba later told Renters' 
that the UAE had rejected the 
demand and the companies 
would be blacklisted. He did not 
name them. 

He said he would raise the 
issue at the consultative meeting 
of OPEC (Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries) in 
Geneva on March 26. 

“ I shall suggest the blacklist- 
ing of such companies, ” he said. 

Speaking to the conference. 
Dr. Oteiba Said : “ We call on 
the consuming countries, espe- 
cially the developing nations, to 
oppose such ugly exploitation by 
the oil companies. ” 

“ Countries that expect us to 
maintain our supplies of pet- 
roleum should helpi us to arrive 
ata rightful solution to the Pales- 
tine situation,” M Oteiba told 
the session. 

Such a solution would include 
the “ liberation of the Palesti- 
nian people and the freedom of 
Jerusalem, ” Oteiba said. 

The sharp reduction in Iranian 
oil output and severe winter 
weather in North America and 
Western Europe have combined 
to stretch oil supplies very thin, 
Otaiba said.

League meeting tense 

T alks resume today

KUWAIT, March 4 — The 
Arab League Council's 
emergency meeting on the 
Yemen situation here was 
abruptly adjourned Sunday after 
a tense discussion of a modified 
plan for ending the fighting bet- 
ween North and South Yemen. 

The meeting will resume 
Monday.. It began here two 
hours late because delegations 
from Syria, Jordan and Iraq, who 
were meeting in Baghdad to 
work out a proposed resolution 
to the fighting, were late in arriv- 
ing here. 

“ Arab News ” has learned 
that the three countries have 
come up with a plan for an end to 
the fighting based on Saudi 
Arabia's four-point peace prop- 
osal. 

That plan, which was * put 
before the foreign ministers 
attending the league meeting 
here, includes an immediate 
ceasefire, withdrawal of troops 
from each other territories, curb- 
ing the activities of dissidents, 
and convening a meeting of 
Arab states to deal with the situ- 
ation. 

According to sources at the 
meeting here, almost all of toe 
delegates to the league gathering 
have agreed on that proposal, 
and several sources said Mon- 
day’s meeting would be a formal- 
ity. 

But there were some differ- 
ences expressed which might get 
in the way that goal. 

North Yemen asked that an 
Arab Gulf summit be convened 
to discuss the conflict, while 
South Yemen called for a sum-

mil on the situation by the Arab

At Sunday’s session, Syrian 
Deputy Premier and Foreign 
Minister Abdul Halim Kbaddam 
said that instead of fighting each 
other, the Arab states should 
concentrate on fighting their 
common enemy, Israel. 

He said he was surprised and

in the steel industry by 1981. 

Seventeen railroad cars loaded with iron ore were over- 
turned near Longwy, the mill town that has become toe sym- 
bol of the steel crisis.

MOSCOW. March 4 (R) — 
President Leonid Brezhnev cast 
his vote in the country’s single' 
candidate general elections Sun- 
day and pai-sed to exchange 
remarks with reporters on his 
health, China and a U£.-Sovie< 
summit. 

The 72- year-old president, in 
jovial mood and accompanied 
by his wife Viktoria, voted for 
his Iocj* candidates to the 
Supreme Soviet (parliament) at 
a polling station near his cen- 
tral Moscow bouse. 

Asked how he was feeling, 
he replied, healthy.” 

When Mrs. Brezhnev, who 
rarely appears in pubHc, added 
that he was fine the president 
said, “w? won’t quarrel with 
that.” 

There has been intense spe- 
culation over the state of Bre- 
zhnev's health for several years. 
He is be’.. wed to have returned 
to his desk in the Kremlin last 
week, after a lengthy winter 
holiday by the Black Sea. 

Breafanev, who rardy speaks, 
to foreign reporters, was asked 
about negotiations for a new 
strategic arms limitation agree- 
ment and his plans to sign tfae 
treaty at a s ummi t with Presi- 
dent Carter. 

“When the documents have 
been prepared by (Secretary of 


State) Var.ce atfd our- minister, 
then we will go and sigh," he 
said. 

There has been speculation 
that Brezhnev might not wish 
to- travel to the United States 
for the 'summit but would pre- 
fer <o meet Carter elsewhere, 
possibly in Moscow. 

In reply to a question on So- 
viet intentions if the Chinese 
army stayed in Vietnam, Brez- 
hnev said, “ask them about 
it." 

Brezhnev is himself a candi- 


date Tor the Supreme Soviet in 
another Moscow district. He 
is president of the Supreme 
Soviet Picsidium (head of state) 
as well as being general secre- 
tary of the r ulin?. Communist 

Party. 

•Fhe M00 candidates, repre- 
senting shat is officially des- 
cribed as “the Unbreakable 
Bloc of Communists and Non- 
Party People." are standing io r 
the 1.50ft seats in the two- 
chamber legislature. 


Portugal Socialists will 
fight as active opposition 


LISBON, March 4 (AP) — 
Portuguese Socialists, in a 
show of strength and unity 
unseen since their foil from 
government last summer, have 

voted to oppose tfae govern- 
ment of Prime Minister Car- 
las Meta Pinto as a reminder 
that the country's largest par- 
ty retains aihstantial popular 
support. 

The vote came at the So- 
ejafeat Party's annual congress 
as nearly all of toe 1,000 de- 
legates came out Id support of 
an earlier speech by party lea- 
der Mario Soares criticizing 
the policies of Mota Pinto’s 
caretaker government. 


Soares said tfae Socialist po- 
sition was "dear and fro run 1 
opposition" after the vote, but 
added, “we muse Lhjnk of the 
' future before taking any step." 

The speech also revered a 
former party position by sta- 
ting Socialist willingness to 
join in early elections if rhe- 
(preseut non^pany goverment 
is brought down in parliament. 

French Socialist leader 
Francois Min era nd, speaking 
an an observer capacity as ac- 
ting president of tfae Socialist 
International, supported the 
participation of Socialist par- 
ties in the expansion of the Eu- 
ropean Economic Community.

While tiie Arab states which rejected the Camp David 
accords were apprehensive that they would lose one of their most 
important partners in confronting Israel, they should be cheer 
ed by the Iranian government declaration that it considered 
itself’ a frontline state. Thus Iranian fighters are willing to 
throw in their lot with the Arabs in their resistance to Israeli 
occupation and expansionism. 

This is a development that even our wildest dreams could 
not have anticipated as recently as a year ago. The Shah tilted 
noticeably in favor of Israel, supplied it with oil. traded with 
it and hired its personnel for various purposes. 

Such a statement by a responsible Iranian leader may hot 
change the balance of power in the region markedly over the 
next few months. But jt ja a moral victory for the Palestinians 
and the Arabs in general to learn that Tran with all its human 
and material might is their friend and may even cany arms 
on their side. 

To the Iranians, the fall of Jerusalem was as painful as 
it was to the Arabs and other Muslims, but they could do little 
about it as long a? the Shah denied them the freedom to 
express their indignation and sympathize more openly with 
other Muslims. 

It is ironic that the arms the Shah was collecting to 
bludgeon his Arab neighbors and force them to compete in 
wasteful arms race may someday be used to liberate their 
lands. Another dramatic development came when the new 
Tehran government expressed friendship for the smaller Gulf 
states which seldom concealed their aporehensions of the Shah’s 
intentions of which disdainful tolerance was only the least 
dangerous. 

With such changes in Tran to gladden the hearts of the 
Arabs, comes .t new stake in the stability and tranquility of 
their neighbor. 

Iran is still in the throci of a revolution with certain 
elements running amok despite the presence of a government 
acceptable to the majority even if it has not been directly elected 
a.s vet. The extreme rightists are being carried away by the 
outbursts of lone pent-up feilir. is .if inadequacy and helpless- 
ness. They expect too much reform at breakneck speed which 
may be inadvisable at this stage. 

The other maior force for total change is the Tudeh com- 
munist party which is demanding n share of pwer with designs 
to seize everything for itself at a later stage. 

It is fervently hoped that neither will be permitted to sub- 
vert the peace which Iran needs so badly at least until the 
peop> decide what they war: i hr ouch a general election.

Middle class power 


Tribe faces demise

TEHRAN — 

Dr. M/ohammad Be^aii, a 
Loraton-lfcrairad surgeon in his 
late forties, raises his hand 
and listens intently k> the ra- 
dio. He has been talking 
about the Iranian revofaittLon 
but now he is playing has port 
■in it, as he and thousands of* 
other Iranian professional and 
middle-class people hove done 
for the post year or more. 

The radio carries an urgent 
appeal for doctors to go to 
one of Tehran’s hospitals. 
Began. rushes to tiie telephone 
and checks with several of his 
cotteagnes. “It’s aR right,” he 
says, sitting down again, “they 
■have enough ... Now where 
were we?” He leaves the ra- 
dio on. 

lbs Iranian revolution, like 
most revolutions, took a heavy 
toll in human life. Thousands 
were killed la the long period 
of turmoil that led up to the 

coup de grace in early Febr- 
uary. 

It was not, however, simply 
a shapeless explosion of dis- 
content. It had a messianic 
voice, that of the unbending 
AyatoBah Khomeini. It had 
nzusde in toe Muslim masses 
who time and again faced the 
soddiere in the streets. And, 
equally important, it ted mid- 
dde-ckus sinew in the critical 
layers of industry, govern- 
ment, business and commence. 

The strikes in tiie oil indus- 
try, ai first broken and then 
sustained, squeezed toe Shah’s 
financial capacity to survive. - 
Paralysis spread rapidly to 
other instkutioos but it was 
the ability of chose who op- 
posed the monarchy to main- 
tain the basic necessities of 
Ffe. while frustrating the go- 
vernment’s mandate to govern, 
that proved so signally success- 
ful. 

“The Ministry of Health 
-packed up because of the 
strikes," Begjlari says, “but toe 
hospitals went on functioning. 
A few doctors went abroad. 


the Hadey Street kind you 
might say, but most stayed, and 
worked like hek, not because 
they were paid to do so — 
they weren't — but because 
J’hey wasted to." 

The hospitals ted a difficult 
time partly due to the number 
of casualties and partly to toe 
raids that Savak, the Shah’s 
secret police, and the anny 
often made on them. “When 
wounded were brought in,” 
BegLari says, “We listed them 
as car accident casualties, hut 
t was often touch and go.” 

The hoqpiLiis were not the 
only institutions that kept go- 
ing of their own wiki on. The 
telephone system, vital to the 
revolutionaries, never broke 
down. On the day of the final 
cofflapse I saw a nrtritiaman, 
with, a gun over his shoulder, 
in a catt-box phoning for re- 
inforcements. When the oil 
•strike resulted in power outs, 
heating and petrol shortages 
tihe strikers increased produc- 
tion just enough to take care 
of domestic needs. 

How coordinated all this 
was is difficult to know. But 
it .worked because the disen- 
chantment with toe Shah and 
his system hod permeated so- 
ciety. 

The merchant of the Teh- 
ran bazaar dosed their shut' 
tens and bank-rolled the revo- 
tution. Central bank emptoyeses 
published lists n aming Ira- 
nians who ted sent huge sums 
of money abroad (several jn- 
dLviduate ted transferred mi- 
lions of dnfloxs). Radio and 
television announcers refused 
to read the news so army offi- 
cers, in civilian do toes, had to 
do tbe job instead. 

“The atmosphere in toe bofir- 
pitals is so different,” Beglari 
continues, “in toe odd days it 
was Listless, selfish and dep- 
ressing. Now you have toe 
wounded hobbling around 
helping those worse off. My 
part-time private practice has 
disintegrated but my day is 
fuffl and 1 feel, fur the first 


time in toy life, that I ata do- 
,-ng something ieafty worth- 
while.” 

After one. of the worst army 
attacks on a provincial hospi- 
tal, the government ordered the 
troops to stay . dear with toe 
■result toot the hospitals be- 
came centers for organizing 
demonstrations, preparing pa- 
mphlets and posters and so on. 
They also functioned as “ne- 
i indoctrination dinks” for 
wounded soWdras. “They were 
different men when they came 
out.” Beglari oommeribs. 

Before the reiwslutionmaes 
took over toe Tehran radio 
station, appeals for drugs, 
food, bandages, blood — what- 
ever was needed — were mode 
by afl sorts of means: tele- 
phone, wail posters, stackers on 
cars, despatch riders even run- 
ners. “If we required anyth- 
ingt” says toe doctor, “the 
word would go out and in no 
time toe response would be 
overwhekxMag." 

The Iranian revolution, 
again like most revolutions, re- 
ceived its Lnttiai impetus from 
the middle classes. Many Ira- 
nians who were abroad re- 
turned with their skills and 
money to help. (Aircraft were 
full in both directions during 
toe kust few weeks before toe 
coMapse of the old regime.) 
But isn't ail that history now? 

“Certainly not,” says the 
doctor, oodang Iks ear io the 
radio again. “The revolution 
is not over,” he says, echoing 
the opinion of many Iranians. 
“We must consolidate what we 
have won and for that we are 
going to need every scrap of 
dedication and discipline we 
have got.” 

He, tike many of his coun- 
trymen believes that Iran is 
going to need a period of 
sarong government daring 
which some liberties may have 
to be at least temporarily cur- 
tailed. “Khomeini’s power,” be 
says philosophically, “is not 
the sort of power ttet can be 
easily delegated .” (OFNS)

“AJ-Nadwa’s” editorial dealt 
with the Iranian premier’s sta- 
tement toat his country const - 
dered itself a confrontation 
siate with Israel, just like Jdr 
dan, Syria and Lebanon. The 
paper said Mehdi Bazargan 
made this announcement at toe 
same lime as advocates of 
peace with Israel are waiting 
plaintively for toe results of 
talks between President Carter 
and the terrorist premier of 
Israel. “While these advocates 
paw after a separate peace 
with Israel and surrender their 
responsibilities towards toeir 
people and toe Palestinian ques- 
tion, Iran stands up to declare 
its hostility to Israel and resis- 
tance to Zionist dangers.” 

That Iran has become a 
confrontation stale is some- 
thing beyond the expansionist 
plans of toe Zionists or the 
electronic computers of toe 
I U.$. State Department which 
will never be able to analyse 
toe changes satisfactorily for 
the White House, the paper 
said. 

U urged toe advocates of 
peace to reassess todr policies 
and return to toe Arab fetid, 
drawing courage from toe Iran- 
| ians to oppose toe Zionist on- 
slaught od toe Arab world. 


While these advocates were 
talking amiably to tbe Zionists 
in Washington, Iran was cutt- 
ing off relations with Israel and 
handing over Israeli offices in 
Tehran to toe Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization. Can’t toe 
peace advocates see any diffe- 
rence between their immoral 
position and' that of Iran 
which, after 25 years of non- 
chalance, has tumed fuU circle 
to support the Palestinian 
rights?'' toe newspaper asked. 

While Iran gives up its role 
as a policeman m the Gulf and 
offers toe hand of friendship 
to all its neighboring states, 
the advocates of peace with 
Israel offer themselves as poli- 
cemen to safeguard the inte- 
rests of a superpower in toe 
region. They forget that they 
still have to deal with an. 
enemy who occupies their 
lands, threatens their stability 
and controls todr wealth and 
resources. 

The advuoai.es, toe paper 
added, are fufl of contradic- 
tions. They want a separate 
peace with brad but still boast 
toey are working for liberation 
of toe occupied lands. They 
forget toe holy Ai-Aqsa and 
Jerusalem but offer to serve as 
policemen for a superpower. 


Commenting on tbe Royal 
Court statement on tbe Arab 
League Council meeting in 
Kuwait to discuss toe Yemeni 
war, “AI-Medina” said that the 
cause of toe war is clear. The 
statement warned toat such, 
causes should not be permitted 
to spread, in a reference to 
certain superpowers who aim 
to subverting every stable re- 
gime in toe region. 

The paper referred to toe 
Communist assauH on the Horn 
of Africa and in one comer of 
toe Arabian Peninsula — South 
Yemen — where Soviet, Cuban 
and East German saboteurs 
are lurking and planning to ex- 
port subversion into the red 
of Arabia. But we, toe people 
‘of toe Peninsula, while feeling 
sony for toe people of South 
Yemen who have to put up 
with so much repression and 
injustice, wih never allow such 
destructive ideologies from 
spreading into oar lands, toe 
paper said. But such condemna- 
tion is nor enough, tbe paper 
added. We should prepare for 
resistance in a practical way 
and. hit hard — if we must in 
order to nip such dapgera in 
the bud. ^

The largest remaining iodfl- 
ted tribe of Amazonian Indians 
in Brazil is facing destruction. 

Andxopotogists from uoa- 
verastles in Brazilia, Sao Panto 
and Rio de Janeiro and mis- 
sionaries working w&h Indians 
are protesting against plans by 
a government agency to create 
21 reserves for the Yanomami 
tribe who inhabit vast areas 
of forest near the Venezuelan 
border. 

The reserves, proposed by 
the nnxhoitkised National 
Foundation for toe Indian 
(FUNAI) but still to be for- 
mally decreed, would be scat- 
tered pockets of tend in tbe 
IS mfllioB acres of tbe tribe's 
traditional area. 

These pockets, say tbe cri- 
tics, inevftaJbty wiflt became 
surrounded by colonists bent 
■on exploiting the land and Us 
resources. The forest will be 
fefled for agriadoure and ran- 
ching and a “mating invasion” 
will take pdtaoe. Large mineral 
deposits, partkutaxiy uranium, 
have already been discovered 
in the region Where one of toe 
largest concentrations of tiie 
Yanomami live. 

Plant of the Northern. Peri- 
meter Highway, one of the 
great roads being drivai th- 
rough the flares t by the Brazi- 
lians^ has already been bniH 
in toe area. Oonstouotkxi was 
halted m 1976 but in is expec- 
ted to resume tins year. 

Protestora say that the re- 
serves would be small “Ban- 
bustans”, too restricted to sus- 
tain the Indians. They are shif- 
ting cultivators who move 
their villages every few years, 
and thus need large areas of 
tend to survive. Their system 
of exploiting toe land is much 
more suitable to toe fragile 
'soefe of toe area than the too- 
dear methods of colonisers.

By pfenning reserves anound 
present seaiamente, say toe 
critics, FUNAI is not only 
neglecting the tertians' agricul- 
tural patterns, but ignoring a 
tradition of long-range neigh-

a socaaJble habit of taking long 
treks through the forest to vi-* 
sat other groups of their tribe 
and arrange frequent interr 
group rituals. 

The critics add toat chore 
are known to be groups of the 
Indians, as yet uncontacted, 
four -whom there is do provi- 
sion in the plans. 

The Yanomami have alrea- 
dy proved extremely vulnera- 
ble to contacts with outsiders. 
Wave aflter wave of infectious 
diseases of /‘white” origin, 
such as influenza, measks and 
tuberculosis, have kaited buu- 
drodb of ton, and there are 
fears toat toe frequent inter- 
group meefiqgs will spread a 
vast toberotdosis epidemic th- 
rough toe tribe. 

When Westerners first reac- 
hed Bnaai, in 1500, there 
were an estimated six to nine 
nwUion Indians in toe country. 
They have since been dying at 
an average rate of 30 to 50 
a day, utiil now only 200,000 
are left. 

The critics also daim. that 
even the reserves would not 
be safe from encroachment. 
The Brazilian oonstitoiioti 
guarantees Indians todr tend,

JEDDAH — On March 7, 
the visiting Australian violinist 
Ronald Woodcock and the 
pianist Caroline Haffner wih 
give a recital at *e British am- 
bassador's residence here. 

The Jeddah recital Wednes- 
day fottows a tour by Wood- 
cock and Haffner of the East; 
em Province and Riyadh. Heff- 
ner is a resident of. Jeddah. 

On Feh. 28 in Riyadh, the 
duo performed before an ap- 
preciative audience at the bouse 
of Leonard Ingrams. They had 
just arrived from Dhahran 
where they had given six con- 
certs in three days. 

“The audiences were wonder- 
ful", they said of ' Dhahran. 
“People here come to concerts 
because they are realty glad to 
have the chance to listen to 
music. In Europe, audiences 
are sometimes blase, but here, 
never. The artist is always 
keenly aware of the mood of 
bis listeners, so to play for 
audiences like these Is a real 
pleasure."

Tanzanian invasion force 


slowly closing on Kampala 


NAIROBI, March 4 (AP) — 
A town only 85 kilometers south 
of the Ugandan capital of Kam- 
pala has come under heavy shel- 
ling by Tanzanian invaders, 
sources in Kampala reported 
Sunday. 

The informants, reached by 
telephone, said Lukaya, on the 
main road from Tanzania to 
Kampala along the western 
shore of Lake Victoria, has been 
heavily bombarded by Tanza- 
nian artillery for the past several 
days. 

The shelling appeared to be a 
prelude to another advance by 
the Tanzanians, who pierced 
into southern Uganda on a puni- 


tive expedition after repelling an 
invasion of Tanzania’s northern 
Kagera salient by U g a n dan Pres- 
ident Idi Amin’s troops last 
October. 

Telephone links with two 
major Uganda towns south of 
Lukaya, Mbarara and Masaka, 
were down. Both are believed to 
be in the hands of the Tanza- 
nians, anti-Amin Ugandan 
exiles and mutinous troops. 

Diplomatic sources in Kam- 
pala said the capital itself 
remained quiet, with essential 
services and markets functioning 
normally. They said there was no 
large influx of refugees from the 
fighting in the south. 


Burmese visit may 


end Thai troubles 


Bangkok, March 4 (AP) — • 
Burmese President General U 
Ne Win arrived here Sunday to 
begin a three-day visit which 
Thai authorities hope may lead 
to the settlement of the problem 
of Burmese rebels along the 
Thai-Burmese border. 

The Burmese leader was 
greeted at Bangkok's Don 
Muang Airport by King 
Bhumipol Adulyadej, Crown 
Prince Vajiraiongkom. cabinet 
ministers and members of the 
diplomatic corps. 

Ne Win received a 21-gun 
salute and reviewed the guards 
of honor before proceeding to 
the Bangkok Metropolitan 
Administration Pavillion where 
he was presented the keys of the 
city. 

The president is scheduled to 
talk with Prime Minister Kriang- 
sak Chamanan Monday on vari- 
ous topics, including the prob- 
lems of Burmese rebels, a joint 
fishing venture and amintensifi- 
catkm of the drug suppression 
campaign along the Thai- 
Burmese border. 

Ne Win is expected to seek 
reassurance from Kriangsak that 
Thailand will not provide sanc- 
tuaries to the Burmese rebels, 
including Burmese ethnic groups 
who have set up strongholds 
along the border area to fight

against the Burmese central 
government. 

’ While in Thailand, Ne Win 
will stay at the Boromabiman 
Mansion as guest of the king, 

Ne Win’s visit to Thailand fol- 
lows his talks with Kriangsak in 
Rangoon last May during which 
Kriangsak assured the Burmese 
officials Thailand had no inten- 
tion of supporting the activities 
of the Burmese minority rebels. 

Thousands of Burmese rebels, 
including the Karens and Mon 
ethnic groups, have sought sanc- 
tuaries in rugged border areas 
following the Burmese drive 
against them which be gam more 
than 10 years ago. 


Rail and land traffic from 
Kenya was r unning again after 
Ugandan troops overwhelmed a 
small band of anti- Amin guerril- 
las who bad tried on Friday to 
capture the key border town of 
Tororo. 

Radio Uganda, monitored in 
Nairobi, claimed Sunday that 
American black leaders had 
“ condemned ” Tanzanian Pres- 
ident Julius Nyerere and the 
“ zionist-imperialist ” mass 
media — the first for rejecting 
mediation efforts and the other 
for “ one-sided ” reports on the 
conflict. 

The radio said the black 
Americans* message was relayed 
by the Uganda mission to the 
United Nations. None of the 
black leaders were named. 

Observers here believe it is 
.unlikely the Tanzanians intend 
to pOSh all the way to Kampala 

Their goal appears to be to main- 
tain enough pressure on Amin to 
arouse rebellion among his 
opponents within Uganda. 

The fll-fated attack on Tororo, 
however, indicated that Amin 
still commands at least some loy- 
alty in the army. 

Officially, the Tanzanians 
deny titty are seeking Amin's 
overthrow, saying this is for 
Ugandans to decide. But Nyer- 
ere and his Foreign Minister Ben 
Mkapa have made no effort to 
conceal their abhorrence of the 
Ugandan strongman. 

- In an interview with the 
“ Sunday Nation ** of Nairobi, 
Mkapa said the Tanzanians are 
fighting made Ugandan territ- 
ory u to secure our territorial 
integrity. ” 

But be said Amin’ s public 
renunciation of earlier claims to 
the Kagera salient — the territ- 
ory Uganda invaded last 
October — is not enough. Tan- 
zania has also demanded a con- 
demnation of Uganda by the 
Organization of African Unity 
and reparations from Uganda 
for the damage inflicted on Kag- 
era.

Charles sightseeing in Hong Kong

HONG KONG, March 4 
(AP) — Britain's Prince Charles 
ate a Chinese bean sprout, 
checked the price of local fish 
and piloted a helicopter to a 
picnic ground overlooking the 
South China Sea Sunday during 
a second hectic day in Hong 
Kong. 

At a public market in a hous- 
ing project in the new territories 
'bordering China, a crashing 
crowd dosed in on the 30-year- 
old prince as be made his way 
down narrow lanes rhftpirmg out 
fresh meat, vegetables, flowers 
and bean curd. “ Can't you 
organize any of them ? ” he jok- 
ingly asked photographers. 

Several thousand youngsters 
waving colored flags — not Bri- 
tain's Union Jack — turned out 
to catch a glimpse of the heir to 
the British throne. The prince 
stopped several times to chat, 
once asking a group of young 
, girls in green school uniforms : 
“ How many of you speak Engl- 
ish ? ” There was no response 
until an interpreter translated 
the question into Cantonese — 
and the answer was : “ Hello. ” 
Hong Kong was the first stop 
on the prince’s four-country 
tour. He flies to Singapore Tues- 


day and then goes on to 
Australia and Canada. 

Prince Charles arrived here 
Saturday on his first official visit 
to this booming British colony at 
the tip of South China and was 
supposed to spend a quiet even- 
ing folio wing an early reception 
recovering from Us 6,000-mile 
journey. But he- ended up taking 
a spontaneous late-evening 
sightseeing tour. 

“ He was tired but be didn’t 
feel like going to bed at 10 
P-m., ” said press spokesman 
John Danth. 

So, with Governor "Sir Murray 
MacLehose as a guide, the 
prince saw 'hundreds of boat 
dwellers in the fishing commun- 
ity of Aberdeen, old men playing 
mahjong in the Kennedy Town' 
Housing Complex, and late nigh t 
shoppers at the open-air night 
market- near' the Mecao ferry 
pier. 

The prince’s first official func- 
tion Sunday was a visit to Sha 
tin, one of six towns being built 


between now and the mid- 
1980s inthe new territories fora 
total of two million people. 

The prince, dressed in a light 
grey suit and blue tie, walked 
past lots of laundry han g in g on- 
lines alongside tire path to the 
old town. 

At the JLek Yuen market, a 
produce vender offered the 
prince a bean sprout and he pop- 
ped it into Us mouth. She then 
gave him another and he ate it 
quickly, leaving the stall with a 
big smile. 

A nearby fishmonger held up 
a large fish for Prince Charles’ 
inspection. The prince asked the 
price bat -idjdn’tr buy any. 
Instead, he got a wet, fishy hand- 
shake from the fishmonger. 

In a brief ceremony. Prince 
Charles unveiled a plaque at the 
official opening of a 14 million 
dollars high rise beadqurters of 
the British Forces at the Royal 
Navy base known as - HMS 
Tamar, fronting Hong Kong’s 
scenic harbor.
